WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The'advent of really cold weather the latter part,of this 
week has had a tendency to put a further feeling of dullness 
upon the canned goods market of this section; while at the 
same time it makes those holders of canned tomatoes, whose 
warehouses are not frost-proof, become uneasy, and this is 
liable to develop a tendency to unload their holdings before 
the frost reaches them. It is to be hoped however that the 
great bulk of tomatoes in canners’ hands are so well protected, 
both financially and from the frost, that this condition will not 
be brought about., We have had enough bad results from 
the effect of forcing goods upon an unwilling market, and 
it is hoped the time has come when this condition will no 
longer obtain. 

There is still considerable demand coming to the market 
for all kinds of canned goods, and orders are being filled regu- 
larly, but mostly upon a small scale. This demand is coming 
from those houses who have long been continuing the hand 
to mouth policy, refusing to buy more than their immediate 
wants require, and it can be expected that this condition will 
continue. ‘The jobbers of this class have learned that they 
can buy to cover their wants at practically their own prices, 
and have accordingly made up their minds not to invest in 
blocks of goods, but to let the packers carry them until needed. 
This condition has existed for several years now, and they 
begin to believe that it is a fixed custom. On many articles 
they are about due a sad awakening, and it is to be hoped it 
will be of such a nature that it will permanently disabuse 
their minds of this opinion. ~ 

We cannot hope to-see this eventuate until after the new 
year has well set in; but it looks as if it certainly would hap- 
pen before many months. 

It would surprise many canners to know how light the 
stocks of some large jobber actually are on the staple articles 
of canned goods. Many of the interior jobbers, where the 
demand for canned goods is the heaviest, seem to think that 
they. have bought very heavily when they place an order for 
a carload of No. 3 tomatoes, or corn, and with the exception 
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of these two articles they apparently would not consider for a 
moment buying a carload of any kind of canned goods, no 


matter what the prices might be. ‘Even on tomatoes their 
stocks are kept ridiculously low; but they have gone on the 
principle of selling for cash, and they accordingly buy for 
cash. This makes both transactions small, for the retailers 
buy only sufficient to keep them going for a short time, com- 
ing back for more as they need the goods, and the jobbers 
are doing the same. In this the canners will find the explan- 
ation of their holding the stocks, whereas in former years the 
jobbers used to do the holding. Until demand for canned 
goods increases, and forces the jobbers to load up heavily 
with all articles, this condition will exist; but it is hoped the 
advertising which theNational Association is doing through 
its Publicity Bureau will speedily bring about this increased 
demand, and correct this condition. Unless it does, the can- 

\ners will have to make better banking arrangements so that 
they can carry the goods until the market demands them, 
without being compelled to sacrifice them to raise money. 
This should be the case in any event, but with the nature of 
the business it seems impossible to bring about, though a 
few such years as we are now experiencing will help to bring 
the business to that position. 

This is splendid oyster weather, and the dredgers and 
shippers are taking advantage of it. Canned goods packers 
may be praying for warmer weather but the oyster shippesr 
and packers are certainly not, unless we except the cove oyster 
packers, because warm weather brings to thm a good amount 
of fine oysters at their own prices. Oysters this year are of 
very fine quality, and up to the present time have been cheap 
in price owing to the warm weather. Commencing this week 
however, shipments of raw oysters, free from ice and packed 
in individual containers are becoming very heavy. These 
shipments, which put the oysters down in the west in their 
natural condition and flavor—a thing which the western con- 
sumer never knew of before—are having their effect as 
is shown in the increased demands. Reports are coming 
from the west that they never before tasted finer flavored oys- 
ters, and they are eager for more of the same kind. When the 
west has become educated to the real flavor of a Chesapeake Bay 
oyster it will be hard to supply their wants; and this is exactly 
what the present method of shipping the oysters is doing. Any 
one unacquainted with the oyster business of this section 
would be surprised at the amount of raw oysters shipped daily 
from here to all points of the west. Solid express trains of 
these delicious oysters going out daily, and as we draw nearer 
to Christmas this will increase. The shippers are not waiting 
for the expiration of the days of grace allowed by law to the 


oyster shippers, but are doing today what they will be re- 
quired by law to do after next May. And as a consequence 
demand will be in such shape next season that shippers will 
have difficulty filling it at any price. However the suggestion 
that the opening of the dredging season be put off until at 


least November Ist, if not the 15th, is a good one, for it is a 
fact that the greatest amount of the best oysters are taken up 
within a fortnight after the opening of the season, and as the 
weather is usually warm during this time, the result is that 
the best oysters go out at a price that does not pay for hand- 
ling them. 

Cove oysters appear to be a little weaker this week than 
last and a slight decline in prices is recorded. 

There are no changes in the prices of canned goods gen- 
erally to note, and although the market is quiet with only the 
demand in small channels as we have noted, there does not 
appear; to..be any weakness to it. There is possibly not an 
article on the list that is not worth more money than is now 
offered for it, and the wise ones who can hold are doing so, 
awaiting the time when they will get the better prices. A 
little more patience will bring the reward we believe, despite 
the pessimists. 

The American Can Co., quote their new prices this week, 
for delivery at option of buyer, and these should prove inter- 
esting. Nothing new to report in canners metals. 


| CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’ 


Chicago, Dec. 8th, 1909. 

The Weather.—There was a sudden change in the weath- 
er at the opening this week and the temperature has dropped 
to about ten above and the probability man says that it is go- 
ing to stay for a week or two. This is timely and appro- 
priate and insures seasonable holiday weather. 

Effect on Business—The change in the weather has 
stimulated trade, and greatly encouraged retail and whole- 
sale grocers, who have provided liberal supplies of good 
things to eat and are, of course, anxious to sell them. Hard, 
freezing weather always increases the sale of canned goods, 
as the everlasting turnip, the tough, old beet and the omni- 
present cabbage and ubiquitous potato, all, either go into win- 
ter quarters or freeze and canned goods get their innings. 

Brokers Hibernating.—At this time of the year brokers 
in canned goods are experiencing “their most idlest time of

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the year” like the Tennessee farmer, but that is another 
story. The dried fruit and nut brokers are reaping a harvest 
but the canned goods broker finds none so poor as to do him 
reverence. Jobber’s buyers are either busy working on a 
“clean up” of future orders or trying hard to reduce stock 
and get it into shape for the inventory, which many of them 
take January first, and have no kind words or generous orders 
for canned goods brokers. 


Waiting for the Count.—In fact the canned goods market 
is down and out temporarily and everybody is anxiously 
awaiting the announcement of the statistics of the pea, corn 
and tomato pack. 


Speculators will not speculate and plungers will not 
plunge until they have some basis upon which to figure, and 
it behooves the collector of statistics to come to the front, 
if they have anything of interest to say as to why canned 
goods should be selling more freely or at higher prices. 

The Railroad Tie Up.—The daily papers are prating long 
and loudly about the prospective general tie up of the railroads 
and strike of railroad operatives. If it were not for the en- 
couragement given to strikes by thier exploitation by the 
newspapers they would be far less numerous and soon settled. 
The meddlesome and exasperating interference by cheap edi- 
tors and space writers, who constantly set employers and em- 
ployees at swords points through exaggeration ‘of the import- 
ance of strikes and strike leaders is one of the evils of the age. 

Did you ever notice how a brawler or trouble-maker sub- 
sides when people, whose attention he tries to attract, quietly 
ignore him? 

It is so with rough neck employers and ruffianly labor 
agitators. If the general public would turn away from them 
and permit them to fight it out without interference until a 
few of them were tired or starved, or if the fool newspapers 


would cease making heroes of and publishing the pictures of 
every lazy tough and bully, who tries to creat a labor disturb- 
ance or beat up an unarmed and peaceful worker, or of every 
sweat shop shark, who insists upon his right to live upon the 
unpaid or poorly paid labor of destitute and impoverished 
people, we would have less trouble and strife because of 
strikes. We 

There will be no general strike, however, the newspapers 
to the contrary notwithstanding, as the employees of railroads 
have had enough of starving and poverty as a consequence of 
last year’s panic and want no more of it. 


Canned Apples.—The delivery of canned apples by the 
New York packers are far behind time. Some of them, I un- 
derstand, are still packing apples and will not complete and 
ship their contracts before January Ist, 1910. Michigan has 
finished packing and has filled her contracts generally in full 
but her packers will not have a surplus case of apples to sell. 


Canned Tomatoes.—But little interest is found in the 
market for this article and the demand has subsided. 

Heavy shipments are arriving by lake and rail and the 
docks are crowded and the warehouses are filling up with 
canned tomatoes bought for Spring trade. 

Tired of the Middle Man.—Jobbers are growing tired of 
the canned tomato commission merchant, the broker is all 
right,but jobbers are beginning to insist upon the broker repre- 
senting the packer direct and upon the packer billing his own 
goods, and shipping them. They don’t care to buy through 
that class of dealers, who advance the packers and finance 
their packs for a commission of five per cent or more, and 
who are responsible for more poorly packed goods and in- 
experienced experiments in packing than any other influence. 


Such concerns, it is believed, sophisticate or educate the 
otherwise careful and honest packer to scant fill his cans and

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crowd down the cost of his goods to the lowest possible 
point, and then make terms and conditions of payment with 
jobbers which preclude them from the privilege of examin- 
ing the goods, by drawing drafts against shipments, and then 
refusing to make good leaks, swells or rusties. 

The packer in the West will have none of these fellows, 
as they look upon them as the chattel mortgage sharks of the 
canned goods business and do not care to get into their 
clutches. Legitimate brokers are recognized in their sphere 
as useful and helpful by the jobbers, but the canned goods 
commission merchant is not. In fact, he is usually a com- 
petitor of. the jobber selling the larger retail trade direct. 
There is no room for any middle man between the jobber and 
the manufacturer of canned goods except the broker, and 
even the broker mut keep as busy as a “one armed paper hang- 
er with the hives” in order to justify his intermediate exist- 
ence. ~ 

What to Expect.—There is going to be an active Spring 
and Summer trade in the canned goods line. There will be a 
great scarcity in some lines and much higher prices and the 
scarcity is already developing. The following grades and 
kinds of canned goods are even now scarce and hard to get, 
vis: Good cheap peas, fine grades of peas and string beans, 


No. 10s gallon peas, No. 10s gallon corn, cut and on the cob, 
No. 10s gallon gooseberries, red cherries pitted, sour in No. 
10 cans, Red Alaska and Sockeye salmon and fine Columbia 
River salmon, good red ripe well filled extra standard No. 3 
tomatoes, California canned fruits, white asparagus and as- 
paragus tips, and many other articles.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, December 9. 
Business is beginning to wake up a bit after the lull follow- 
ing Thanksgiving, and movement in some lines is fairly active 
now, though others are still slow and prices are either weak or 
somewhat irregular. The situation is, on the whole, improved 
as compared with previous weeks, but it has not reached the point 
in activity that pleases dealers. Holders are still confident, how- 
ever, and in general refuse to concede very much in prices for 
the sake of obtaining business. Buyers are a bit careful about 
placing extensive orders, however, and the situation in that de- 
partment remains as it was. - Some are disposed to think it is a 
more than ordinarily hard market in which to do business, but 
that is hardly true, and the feeling prevails in some quarters that 
perhaps the worst is over and better times are ahead. 
Tomatoes.—Demand for tomatoes from the Middle West is 
said to be even more active than it has been, and sales are in- 
creasing. But if packers were obliged to depend for their busi- 
ness upon the demand from Eastern points, the bottom would 
have dropped out of the market long ago. It seems that this 
demand is now emphasized to some extent by speculative buying, 
and this has infected not only jobbers but to some extent people 
who are not ordinarily interested in tomatoes. At a price there 
is said to be a market for several hundred thousand cases, but 
holders are unwilling to meet the prices offered by these specu- 
lative buyers. Su¢h stock as has changed hands during the past 
few days has goné at prices acceptable to the holder. * ‘Among the

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recent speculative purchases were 5,000 cases to go to Chicago at 
a reported quotation of 60c. regular terms f. o. b. factory, with 
Baltimore rate of freight for full standard 3s. Not many full 
standard 3s are offered at 57%c. f. 0. b. There is, however, said 
to be considerable stock that does not quite come up to standard 
offered at that figure. One such lot was placed in this market a 
day or two ago. The quality and condition were entirely satis- 
factory, but there was a considerable proportion of slack filled 
cans. Neither No. 3s nor gallons are attracting any attention at 
present, buyers refusing to make offers for them in any quantity, 
large or small. 

Corn.—The situation remains about the same. Not much is 
offered from first hands, especially in fancy grades, and while 
there is some inquiry sales are not numerous. Buyers are un- 
willing to pay what is asked and sellers will make no concessions. 
State fancy is generally held at 65c. inside, though it might pos- 
sibly that small lots could be picked up here and there at 80c. A 
firmer market prevails in Baltimore for fancy Maryland Maine 
style pack. Small lots of Maine fancy have changed hands at 
9744c.a $1.00. The supply is limited and principally in second 
hands. A higher market is looked for when active demand 
begins. 

Peas.—Only small sale is noted, prices demanded by holders 
being too high to attract business. The market is reasonably 
strong, however, based upon the relatively light supplies in first 
hands. Movement at present is confined to relatively small 
orders. 

Beans.—Strings are dull, but are not the subject of forcing, 
consequently there is little likelihood of any important reduction 
in price. Supplies in first hands are light, and in all positions 
are said to be much below normal this year. Under these cir- 
cumstances movement is necessarily limited. 

Apples.—All advices from state packing centers indicate that 
thus far the season’s pack has been below the average, and the 
rotting of barreled stock will lead to still further reduction in 
the output. Buyers show little interest in the market and there 
is 4 wide range in price, from $2.65 a$3.00 being asked. A fair 
supply is available at $2.75 for fair stock. Prices on Maine stock 
range from $2.65 up, depending upon seller. Southern stock is 
quiet, but the market is steady. 

California fruits——Only a little business is done, and buyers 
find few bargains because of the light supply of desirable stock 
in either first or second hands. 

Southern Fruits—Not much change is noted and sales are 
light, nearly all holders being limited to small lots and buyers 
scarcely want to pay the prices asked. 


Peaches.—Southern pie grades show some indications of 
advance because of scarcity of. these goods. Conditions other- 
wise are unchanged. 

Sardines.—Small sales of domestic goods are reported at 
prices within the quoted range, but buyers show no disposition to 
anticipate requirements. The large size of the pack has discour- 
aged some dealers who believed that prices would speedily ad- 
vance. 

Salmon.—Red Alaska is firm, with $1.42!4 generally quoted 
on spot stock, though a few brands are understood to be available 
at $1.40. Demand is moderate and of a strictly jobbing charac- 
ter. Most holders of spot pink now quote 7744c80c., but in one 
or two instances Y5c. will still buy. The Coast market is strong 
with nothing offered under 6%c. for prompt shipment. Columbia 
Chinooks and Puget Sound sockeyes are scarce and firm, though 
demand for both is light at the moment. 

Lobster.—The market is dull and a little disposed to be un- 
settled. It is reported that concessions have been made in some 
instances with a view of moving stock more freely. 

Shrimp.—The market is steady, but without much anima- 
tion. Conditions are somewhat uncertain in this market. 

Oysters.—Not much interest in shown, but Baltimore reports 
a good demand at prices ranging as follows: No. 2 3-ounce, 70c. ; 
No. 2 6-ounce, $1.05; No. 2 8-ounce, $1.15; No. 2 10-ounce, 
$1.25; No. 2 12-ounce, $1.35; No. 2 12-ounce selects, $2.00, all 
f. o. b. Baltimore for prompt shipment.

Trade-Marks and the Making of Labels. 


During the past week we received a copy of a booklet con- 
cerning the Registration of Trade Marks, and some extracts

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 4, 1909. 

Although the California Fruit Canners’ Association has no 
large stocks of any of its products on hand which might require 
any special amount of publicity to move, it is engaging in a very 
comprehensive publicity campaign at the present time that is of 
a decided benefit to the canning trade at large, as well as itself. 
In fact, the advertising of this firm at the present time is dealing 
very largely with generalities and for broad-mindedness and un- 
selfishness of purpose the public notices may be classed as some- 
thing new in the art of publicity as usually practiced. Naturally 
there is a reference to its principal brand and to its methods, 
but this forms a minor part of the reading matter. A recent 
notice in the local papers read: 

“We want you to know, Mrs. Housewife, that the talk about 
preservatives doesn’t refer to canned fruits and vegetables. As 
a natural thing we locate our canneries where the finest fruits and 
vegetables grow. And we naturally plant but the finest varieties. 
Our very existence depends on it. Our canneries are always close 
to our gardens; our products are canned in the very prime of 
their freshness—within a few hours of the picking. Our fruits 
are never picked green, and allowed to ripen in shipment, as are 
many of the fresh fruits you buy. Our vegetables are never per- 
mitted to wither, like those you get from the vegetable man. 
Canned garden products will average far better than any you 
get from the garden. Yet the canned products are cheaper. 


“Our methods of cooking are exactly like yours. Sometimes 
we add sugar, as you do; sometimes a little savor of salt. But 


no canner whatever adds anything else. Our kitchens are con- 
stantly open to visitors, so we naturally keep them spotlessly 
clean. 


“To can inferior products would kill our trade. If we 
canned products even slightly decayed they would never keep. 
Quality and care are not mere matters of policy. They are essen- 
tials. No canner would dare to neglect them. No canner of gar- 
den products adds any color or preservative. This is invariably 
true. The preserving is done by sterilization after the can is 
sealed. It is done by heat alone. Chemical preservations are 
entirely unnecessary—a needless expense. 


“Because of modern canning, due to sterlization, we now 
have fresh fruits and vegetables all the year around. We can have 
them in January as luscious and savory as though they were 
picked and cooked that day. These things form an essential part 
of our diet and a vast improvement in average health is due to 
their constant supply. Let not any prejudice, any mistaken ideas, 
lessen these benefits for you.” 


This is followed by a mere reference to the Del Monte brand 
of fruits and vegetables packed by the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association. If every canner were to conduct on advertising 
campaign of the worth of this one now being carried on, the bene- 
fits to the industry would be inestimable, for there is no doubt but 
that such a talk as this will increase the demand for canned 
products 

The Griffith-Durney Co. is advising its trade of the situation 
in regard to canned salmon as follows: “A number of our cor- 
respondents do not seem to appreciate the conditions existing 
on fancy salmon of all grades, and particularly on Alaska reds. 
Therefore we wish to repeat that it is impossible to buy any 
Alaska red salmon from first hands at any price. It can only be, 
bought from second hands, and it is impossible to secure any 
Alaska red talls under $1.50 net cash ex warehouse. So please

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refrain from making inquiries for Alaska red talls unless your 
trade is willing to pay that price, and kindly note that even at 
that price there is only very little to be had. Sockeye talls and 
halves are nearly as scarce as Alaska reds, but we still have a 
few Sockeye flats. Columbia river Chinooks are’ absolutely 
cleaned up; there are none to be had at any price. Alaska 
Medium reds are also closely cleaned up; we know of about 
500 cases that we can secure from second hands at $1.15 f. 0. b. 
Seattle, subject to being unsold. We have no more pink salmon 
to offer for shipment from Charleston; our entire shipment of 
pink to that point being sold, but we still have a few Chums 
which we offer subject to safe arrival of steamer about January 
at 72 1-2c. f. o. b. Charleston. It is becoming more evident that 
canned salmon consumers will be forced to Pink salmon months 
before next year’s pack of Red is ready for the market. 


Deliveries of tomatoes are now being made at a rapid rate, 
this being the season when the active demand for the canned 
article sets in on the Coast. Most packers are finding that they 
have sufficient goods to fill their orders, but a few are short. 
No one seems to expect to have a surplus by the end of the pres- 
ent month. Prices remain firm at 80c and $2.30. 


Tinned meats are now selling in this market at extremely 
high prices, some brands having touched record figures for the 
Coast. 


An increase in the demand for canned oysters has been 
manifest during the past week and there seems to be a disposi- 
tion to stock up, it being the general belief that some advances 
in price are to be expected soon. 

There have been some material advances in the prices on 
American sardines in the market, the advances being fully 30 
per cent. Efforts are being made to put up as large a pack of 
the California article as possible, but the run has been light, 
though it is still continuing. 


The California pack of string beans has been well sold out 
and prices on the Eastern article have been advanced in this 
market. 


The thirty-sixth convention of California Fruit Growers, 
is to be held in Watsonville, December 7-10, inclusive, and 
preparations have been made for a very large attendance. While 
the subjects under discussion at the convention will deal largely 
with the growing of fruits, the marketing of the product will 
also receive attention and the canning industry will come in for 
discussion. 

In my report made yesterday I made mention of the light 
run of sardines at Monterey. This has been the case until lately, 
but I have just received private word from the cannery there 
that a great change has taken place and that both plants are 
handling large amounts of fish. In fact, are working to full 
capacity. (Dated Dec. 5.) E BERKLEY.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 
OF INTEREST TO PEA SEED BUYERS. 


A matter of considerable importance, possibly to many can- 
ners, has been called to our attention, as was previously done 
with one of the leading horticultural papers. Of such interest 
is this, that we are giving it this space in the hope that if there 
are any in danger of such deception, they may be warned. From 
the fact that pea seed is high now, there comes this danger of 
buying poor seed at a cheap price, only to find in the growing 
crop that the cost is a heavy one to the canner. 

One whom we can vouch for as being thoroughly posted 
upon the subject of seed peas, possibly the best man in the coun- 
try in this line, wrote the papers above referred to, and the 
editor took up the cudgels as follows: 

FARMERS’ ALASKAS. 

Certain unscrupulous persons are already peddling the so-called 
“Farmers’ Alaskas,” grown by Wisconsin farmers, and in years of 
plentiful crops, sold at the price of Scotch Blues, and often as Scotch 
Blues, but in seasons of scarcity like this they are trotted out and 
made to do duty as Alaskas. They may have been Alaskas once, but 
that type is lost now, and they will grow a vine six to seven feet 
in length, heavy as a Telephone vine, setting two to three sets of pods 
maturing over a period of three to four weeks. As these peas are 
grown in close proximity to Scotch Blues, and little effort is made 
to keep the two distinct, it can easily be surmised that they become 
mixed, and are gradually losing their separate identity. Canners are 
the chief victims of the unprincipled dealers as they will snap at 
the bait of low price, and in the end their loss is many times the 
difference in the price of the seed. Such persons have been stung 
repeatedly, but are as often caught with the same bait. Of course 
they deserve no sympathy, but it is a pity the innocent victims, of 
which there are a few, do not seek redress in the courts. It is con- 
fidently contended that the disclaimer would not protect the sellers. 
It ought to be tried out, and if a dealer selling such junk were mulcted 


in heavy damages, he would have to bear his troubles alone, and could 
claim no sympathy. As a protection, canners and seedsmen should 
insist on knowing the pedigree of any pea seed offered and have it 
put in writing. If this were done, little of such trash would be sold. 
It is an open question whether it should be classified as Alaska or 
sold under that name. 
This article was later followed by another, which read: 
FOR THE GOOD OF THE TRADE. 


The warning to the seed and canning trades in last week’s issue 
against buying any of the so-called “Farmers’ Alaskas,” a wild and 
degenerate type of peas grown by the farmers of Wisconsin, seems 
to have aroused certain parties to a defense of this stock, and angry 
criticism of the writer. It is pleasing to note that not a firm of high 
reputation has thus far expressed any but sentiments of warm approval 
of what we said, and as we are not making any strenuous efforts to 
please the former class, we shall go our own way, repeating the warn- 
ing as often as may seem advisable. We may add in passing that it 
is the wounded bird that always flutters. There is no desire to break 
down the disclaimer, but it must not serve as a covert behind which 
to hide from the results of disreputable practices, and it would be 
a fine stroke of policy for the American Seed Trade Association or 
the Wholesale Seedsmen’s League to go on record in this matter. Let 
it be known of all men that the disclaimer is to protect the honest 
seedsman against unfounded claims, “strikes” and blackmail and not 
to give the fakir and humbug immunity. If our law makers under- 
stood this better, there would be less disposition to enact hostile legis- 
lation. Against such laws as that enacted by the State of North 
Carolina last year, the disclaimer is useless, unless each and every 
purchaser of seed can be induced to sign a waiver of the rights con- 
ferred by this act. This is a weighty and vital problem for the Seed 
Trade—the disclaimer, and its effect and relation to such enactments 
as those of North Carolina. The trade surely cannot afford to counte- 
nance its employment to defend flagrant violations of the law of com- 
mon business honesty. 


Another matter, along the same line was well treated by 
the editor of Horticulture, and because of its great interest to 
the cdnners who use seed peas, we will continue the quotation: 

“FUTURE” PEAS AND BEANS. 


Reference was made in last week’s issue to probable advance in 
peas and beans of the 1910 crop, or, as we might say with our canner 
friends, “future” peas and beans, and, while the heaviest advance will 
be on these lines, many others will be in the ascending scale. It is 
put repeating a well-known fact to say we have not had an average 
yield of peas or beans since 1905 or 1906. In fact the average for 
the last four years has been below 50 per cent., or to place it in 
the vernacular of the trade; or at least growers, it has been under 


three-fold. The question of yield or “fold” has heretofore been dis- 
cussed in Horticulture. Five-fold on peas has been the standard for 
a quarter of a century or more, and while this may have represented 
average yields when established by general consent of the growers, 
it has not been a fair estimate for at least ten years. One of the 
largest producers of this line of goods last year struck an average of 
the yields for the past ten years, and found it below four-fold, and 
thereupon changed their standard to four-fold. The wisdom of this 
move has been amply vindicated the present season, and has enabled 
this concern to make more liberal deliveries on their contracts than 
most of their competitors, with one or two possible exceptions. It 
looks as if all of the growers will have to recognize the four-fold 
standard as the proper one, and far more just to their customers as 
well as themselves ultimately. 


EFFECT OF THE DECREASED AVERAGES. 


As prices have been based on a five-fold yield,’ this decrease of 20 
per cent. will have to be taken note of, with a consequent new basis 
of prices. To advance prices without changing the standard of yield 
would be an injustice to their customers, a policy which would reflect 
scant credit on the growers’ sense of fairness, hence there must be 
a very complete readjustment as to peas. With reference to beans, 
the issue is not so clear, but it would certainly seem as if a readjust- 
ment were necessary to meet the new conditions, as returns from 
plantings in recent years indicate plainly that a permanent decrease 
in yield must be reckoned with, and of course this leads at last to 
an inevitable advance in prices of both peas and beans. 


IN JUSTICE TO GROWERS. 


These repeated short crops have been most discouraging to the 
farmers, and therefore, they have demanded more for their share in 
producing these crops. In the end this advance must be paid by the 
seedsman and canners, and it is only just that it should be, as the 
growers certainly cannot bear it, and remain in business. Few, 
probably none, have grown wealthy in this business, and most of them 
have acquired little more than a modest competency. There have been 
years when they not only made no money, but suffered actual loss. 
Of course there is another side to the story, and the writer holds no 
brief from the growers, but has heard their side of the case from 
several of their class, and has deemed it only fair to state such facts 
as have come to his notice. Harmony and good will are the great 
desideratum between the growers and their clients, and this can best 
be brought about by a frank and full understanding of the conditions 
between them. 
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Shipments of Pineapples. 


The most active new industry in the Hawaiian Islands is the 
growing of pineapples and their canning for export. The same 
industry in Florida is largely confined to supplying fresh pine- 
apples to the states northward. Hawaii has been shipping prac- 
tically all its canned pineapples to the United States, their value 
in the fiscal year 1907 having been $267,000, in 1908 $632,- 
000, and in 1909 $1,229,000. The Hawaiian planters are still 
extending the growing of pineapples, and the following report, 
from Consul-General Robert P. Skinner, of Hamburg, indi- 
cates a new market outlet for their output in Europe: 


Responsible importers in Hamburg have applied at this 
office for the addresses of first-class exporters of Hawaiian pine- 
apples preserved in their own juice, without sirup, for which, 
it is asserted, a considerable market already exists, and one which 
can be greatly expanded whenever the Hawaiian fruit packers 
make the direct connections necessary to place their product on 
sale at favorable terms. . 


It is known in this market that an entirely satisfactory qual- 


ity of pineapple preserves is prepared in the Hawaiian Islands.. 


Some shipments have reached the Hamburg market via San 
Francisco, through numerous middlemen, whereby the price has 
elevated the product to such a level as to restrict the demand. If 
responsible producers can be found, prepared to ship to German 
importers directly, it is believed that the cost price, delivered, 
could be reduced 20 to 30 per cent. 

The fruit must be packed in cases of 24 cans, of a gross 
weight of 2% or 3 pounds each, the contents being canned in 
their own juice, and without sirup. Only entire fruit, with the 
core, should be shipped. 

The duty on the canned fruit is 75 marks per 100 kilos 
($17.85 per 220 pounds) when imported from the United States, 


and to avoid the payment of this high duty the goods are received 
in the Hamburg free port and there stored until purchasers are 
found, whereupon the contents of the cans are emptied into 
barrels and, in barrels, enter the customs zone upon che payment 
of only 4 marks ($0.952) per 100 kilos. It appears to be impos- 
sible to ship preserved pineapples in barrels over long distances. 

If large quantities of Hawaiian pineapples are to be sold in 
Hamburg the price, delivered c. i. f., should"not exceed 13 marks 
($3.094) per 100 kilos. 

German manufacturers of preserves in sugar have expressed 
a demand for fruit in its own juice of really goud quality, a de- 
mand which is not covered by the product now imported from 
Singapore. A better grade of fruit arrives from Guaedloupe 
and Martinique, but the production of these islands is small and 
is absorbed chiefly in France. The price, moreover, of pre- 
served pineapples from the Antilles is so high that German manu- 
facturers prefer to use fresh fruit. 

|The names of Hamburg houses which have applied to Mr. 
Skinner for information, in order to get into correspondence 
with actual packers of Hawaiian pineapples, are filed for refer- 
ence at the Bureau of Manufacturers. |

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Notice to Indiana Creameries. 
Purdue Will Test Your Babcock Glassware Free of Charge. 


Recent investigations conducted by the Dairy Department of 
the Purdue Experiment Station showed that a large per cent. of 
the cream test bottles recently received at Purdue from various 
glassware manufacturers were incorrect. 

New York, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Wisconsin, 
Kansas and many other dairy states have laws requiring that 
all Babcock glassware used in creameries and milk plants where 
milk or cream is bought on the butterfat basis, shall be tested 
for accuracy by the Experiment Station or the Dairy Commis- 
sioner. The rigid enforcement of these laws has greatly reduced 
the per cent. of incorrectly graduated glassware in these states. 


Indiana has no laws to protect its creamery interests along 
these lines. This fact is probably largely responsible for the high 
per cent. of inaccurate test bottles received by and used in our 
creameries. 


The testing of milk and cream is one of the most important 
operations in every creamery. Incorrect tests may rob the 
creamery of the overrun upon which every creamrey must de- 
pend for its profits. It also is bound to cause dissatisfaction 
among its patrons, which may result in the disorganization, dis- 
solution and ultimate ruin of the creameries concerned. Every 
experienced and progressive creamery operator realizes the dan- 
ger which his creamery faces when he is unable to prove to his 
patrons that the creamery tests are correct. 

The first steps to insure accurate tests l'es in the accuracy 
of the test bottles. If they are not correct, the rest of the work is 
guesswork. The patrons have a right to demand that none but 
accurately graduated test bottles be used in the determination of 
the per cent. of butterfat in their cream or milk.

All glassware will be tested promptly and the bottles found 
correct will be marked with the letters (“S. B. P.”) (Standard 
Bottle, Purdue). 

A shipping tag and directions will be sent to every cream- 
ery in the state.

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A National Advertiser ‘‘Knocks’’ Canned Goods. 


In the November issue of the “Assembly Herald,” of Phila- 
delphia, we find an advertisement of the proprietors of Shredded 
Wheat, in which they take occasion to refer to canned goods as 
a dangerous food product, declaring them to contain preserva- 
tives and being unfit for human consumption. The article is 
headed “Benzoate-of-Soda Fight”, and the subheading says: 
“When the Experts Disagree, the Public Will Naturally Take 
No Chances—The Safe Course is in Pure and Simple Foods.” 
‘This advertisement is so full of inference, (although probably 
written by the company’s advertising agent; who knows nothing 
about canned goods, or else was driven to his wit’s ends for 
an idea.) that we give it here in full: 

The fight over benzoate of soda at the convention of national and 
state “food officers” evidences the increasing popular interest in the 
purity of food products. After a battle royal in the convention, ben- 
zoate of soda was sustained by a narrow margin of five votes. This 
doesn’t mean anything, however, so far as the use of this chemical 
as a preservative in food is concerned. Dr. Wiley, chief chemist of 
the Department of Agriculture, has condemned the use of benzoate 
of soda as not only deleterious, but tending to encourage the use of 
unsanitary methods in preserving foods, and his position has been 
endorsed by various medical associations. But a referee board of 
eminent experts has decided that benzoate of soda in quantities of 
four grams and less is not deleterious. 

When the doctors disagree, what will the public do about it? 
Naturally those who give the matter any thought will be inclined 
to take no chances. The only safe course is to eat a simple, elemental 
food like Shredded Wheat, which is nothing but the whole wheat 
cleaned, steam-cooked, shredded and baked—a food that contains 
nothing but the wheat, nothing added, nothing taken away.

In the interest of the canning industry and with the kindly 
spirit which the members of our association hold towards all 
other manufacturers of food, we beg to enter a protest against 
the publication of articles which we doubt will advance the sale 
of your product, as the spirit shown therein is apt to incite 
prejudice, not only against tinned foods, but other prepared 
foods as well. 

As you doubtless know, the purity, healthfulness and nutri- 
ment of tinned foods has been demonstrated again and again 
beyond question and is so recognized by the scientific world.

Impure Pig Tin. 


Editor, American Metal Market, 
New York City. 


Sir—“Manufacturer,” in your issue of Friday, has made very 
clear, we think, the point that Crerer, Adams & Co. wish to call atten- 
tion to in their recent letter to your paper, namely, that impure tin, 
running from 98 to 99 per cent., instead of regular Straits or Malacca 
tin, has been delivered to some of their customers. 


The object of our entering the discussion is to call attention to 
the fact that of late pig tin has been arriving from the Straits with- 
out any distinguishing marks to show that the metal is regular Straits 
or Malacca tin, and thus to distinguish it from this impure tin smelted 
in Europe from Bolivian, English and other ores. 

Until recently Straits of Malacca tin has always been branded 
with the names and marks of Chinese smelters or the names of well- 
known English firms in the East. 


It should not be necessary for buyers to analyze the metal de- 
livered to them as Straits tin, or to depend on the standing of the 
firm from whom they make their purchases that they are getting 
what they buy. 

We hope importers will at once take steps to inform shippers 
from the East Indies that in their own protection against impure tin 
their shipments of Straits or Malacca tin should, as in former years, 
be branded with some distinguishable and easily recognized marks. 
The name of the regular smelters or shippers, be they Chinese or 
of other nationalities, would be the best possible mark, as in the case 
of complaint it could be traced up to the smelter or the shipper. 

We are not trying to discourage the sale of impure tin. For years 
we have been sellers of the D. S. C. 93 per cent. Bolivian, smelted in 
Bolivia, and we find an increasing demand for it. There is on account 
of the large amount of ores reaching Europe from Bolivia, and the 
increasing shipments from South Africa, a large amount of outside 
tin, that must find a market, and quite a quantity of it is finding a 
market in America. For some reason or other they do not seem able 
to smelt this material to the purity of Straits or Malacca tin, but 
to many buyers the quality is satisfactory at the lower price at 
which it is sold. Some of the brands of these impure tins are becom- 
ing well known and selling on their brands, but until these European 
smelters become very established on their brand, care should be taken 
by all of the trade for the good of the trade, that these impure tins 
are not run in on unsuspecting buyers of Straits or Malacca tin at 
the price of Straits or Malacca tin. 

The pig trade has stood very high in the past for straight deal- 
ing. It is for the interest of all to continue this reputation.

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What is a Second ? 


A few days ago we received the following letter from a 
subscriber of “The Trade”: “Enclosed you will find check for 
$2 for subscription for 1910. Please give me your opinion on 
pulp canned with seconds tomatoes, and labeled tomatoes, 
whether it would comply with the Pure Food Law.” 


We made the following reply, which may prove of interest 
to others: 


December 4, 1909. 


Dear Sir—We have your favor of the 30th, asking us if 
seconds tomatoes, packed with pulp, will comply with the Pure 
Food Laws. 


From one point of view this is a difficult question to answer. 
There are so many kinds of seconds upon the market, at least 
so-called seconds, that if we knew how you were packing the 
seconds we could answer better. Many put from a quarter to 
a half can of broken or under-ripe tomatoes in a can and fill 
this with the pulp, calling them seconds. They certainly are 
not; for a second should be a second in quality only, and not in 
both quality and quantity. 

But as regards the pulp alone, being used with canned to- 
matoes; no matter how much or how little tomatoes are placed 
in the can, first, we would say if it be whole tomato pulp, it 
would be all right. If the pulp is made from the skins and 
cores, it is not fit for human consumption and should not be 
used. We cannot answer for the Pure Food Laws; but it is 
our belief that if such pulp is used the goods would be liable 
to seizure unless the label clearly stated “packed with pulp made 
from skins and cores”, or “packed with pulp made from pieces 
and trimmings.” French mushrooms have to be so labeled be- 
fore they are allowed to enter, if they are packed from pieces 
and stems. 


The Spirit of Progress in Canning. 


In the last issue of the Saturday Evening Post, in which 
the National Canners’ Association recently carried an ad, we 
find a quarter-page advertisement of Hunt Brothers’ Co., of 
San Francisco. In this ad. the company does not make mention 
of any special brand, nor do they do any actual advertising of 
canned goods at all, but use the space to notify the public that 
they will have a large ad. in the issue of January 15, the con- 
tents of which will contain some valuable information for all 
who use or contemplate using canned fruits. Hunt Bros. Co., 
are one of the pushy firms on the coast and make strong claims 
for their products, and we are glad to see them doing this ad- 
vertising, because we know they will advertise in a manner that 
will help the consumption of all canned foods, and particularly 
their own. We think, however, it would have been much better 
for all concerned to have advertised their goods in the issue in 
question and used a foot note to remind the reader that more 
valuable information would be found in a later issue. 


In the same issue we find the advertisement of the Hawaiian 
Pineapple Growers, in a smaller space, calling attention to their 
product. These men have been advertising for the past year 
and propose carrying on a larger campaign during 1910. 

It all helps canned goods and canners can’t hold their 
goods, awaiting increased prices that never come, if this sort 
of progressive spirit keeps up. The goods will have to be sold 
to supply the demand, and when that time arrives, (we hope 
it will be shortly, very shortly), the canners will change their 
present grim countenance to a beaming smile. 


Randolph, Vt.—The Demeritt & Palmer Packing Co. is 
said to have had such a successful season that an addition will 
be built this year to their plant.

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Canning in the South. 


By Thos. H. Smith. 


Georgia has long been known to the more progressive Balti- 
more canners as a prolific field for peach canning, and was 
promptly exploited by them in the production of the luscious 
canned Elberta, which, during the years of plenty, the itinerant 
canner purchased in the orchards at from 12% to 25 cents a 
bushel. Now Georgia, like the Maryland Peninsula, the East- 
ern home of the canning peach, has become discouraged at the 
poor financial returns accruing from this fruit, and an immense 
acreage of fine bearing trees were dug out during the winter of 
1908. This, together with a short crop, drove the prices of 
shipping stock to $2.50 and $3.25 a crate f. o. b. orchard this 
year, and before another season the price of canned peaches 
will probably equal that of 1907. Berkman Bros. sold their entire 
crop of their Mayfield, Ga. orchard at $3.25 a crate f. 0. b. They 
are the largest growers and nurserymen in the South, and are 
so particular in the handling of their fruit they will use neither 
a grading machine or truck. Every peach is graded by hand and 
carried by men into the car so as to avoid the slightest bruise or 
abrasion of the fruit. A carload of peaches handled in this 
manner is a revelation in the peach business and such stock 
always bring the top price. Mr. Berkman’s experience in the 
service of the government, he says, taught him that the American 
consumer will pay the price for honestly packed goods, whether 
they be in wood, in crate or tin can. 

Georgia peaches recalls to the mind of the writer the re- 
markable alertness, sagasity, and foresight which characterized 
the canning instinctiveness of the late E. S. Judge. He was 
among the first to name Georgia as a point for the canning of 
peaches; he was absolutely the first to put into print the won- 
derful possibilities of the red clay lands of Texas as a peach and 


truck growing section, and always insisted that sugar corn of 
superior quality could be grown in the upland or mountainous 
districts of any section of the United States.

his plant food needed. This famous Kentucky soil has given 
to the world its fastest and gamest thoroughbreds, and some of 
the cleanest and most chivalric sportingmen, as well as astute 
and irrepressible politicians and journalists. King corn grown 
on limestone land does all this—aye more when evolved into corn 
juice. Going southeast from Kentucky, straight as the crow flies 
towards Jacksonville, Florida, the magic city of the South, 
there is a chain of the finest producing plateaus and valleys in 
the Cumberland, Great Smoky and Blue Ridge Mountains. 
Ashville, N. C., is too well known to name. Near Walahalla, 
Tallulah Falls, Marietta, Rome and the highland of Northwest 
Georgia, apples are grown that rival those of New York state, 
at an elevation of 1,800 to 3,000 feet above sea level. (It might 
be noted here that the corn growing lands of Maryland are not, 
at their highest point, over 300 feet above the sea.) 

In the Georgia peach belt extending from Rome to Amer- 
icus, there is a wonderful increase in trucking, and the growers 
are amassing fortunes rapidly in the suburbs of the larger cities. 
Canning factories are being established every year to take care 
of the surplus, and “superior quality canned goods” is the motto 
of them all. Palmetto Farms, at Aiken, S. C., at an elevation 
of 1,500 feet, is not only one of the finest equipped sanitary 
dairies in the United States, but is studded here and there with 


fine peach and pear orchards. Waving fields of the immaculate 
cotton and every variety of vegetable are grown in varying
